XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 
No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of April, 
May, and June, 1931. 

April.—Four important rain-bearing systems affected the State during the month. The 
first was of Summer type, and resulted in patchy rains in practically all divisions between 
the 6th and 11th, but valuable falls (apart from isolated instances) were confined to the 
North-Kastern and outer Hastern agricultural areas and parts of the Central Great Southern, 
Following closely came the first Winter rain—a short, sharp disturbance with the best falls 
on the night of the 12-13th. Gaugings were, in general, good, extending well into the Sonth 
Goldfields, but weaknesses were shown over the North Midland and Upper Great Southern 
country. A ten days fine interval ensued over Southern areas, but an important monsoonal 
rain intervened, bringing good falls to the North-West and Fortescue, and smaller gaugings 
to parts of the Gascoyne and Murchison. The 23rd saw a second Winter disturbance, which 
occurred simultaneously with another valuable monsoonal storm, the result being an extensive 
rain, affecting all sub-tropical areas, but curiously distributed, the South-West Coast. and outer 
North and North-Eastern Goldfields recording the best falls, and the Upper Great Southern 
the poorest. North Midland registrations were also weak, but other agricultural centres, in- 
cluding the Yilgarn and Esperance country, fared satisfactorily. 

Taking the month as a whole, averages were exceeded throughout the DeGrey division, on 
the North Coolgardie Goldfields and over the Southern Midland, North-Hastern and outer 
Eastern, Yilgarn and Esperance wheat areas, as well as on the South-West Coast. The North- 
ern Goldfields, in particular, had added another very favourable month to an already excellent 
series of Summer rains, while the wheat areas mentioned had had a very good start for the 
Winter season. Defects were the rule over the North Midland, and Great Southern country— 
serious in some instances, especially in view of the protracted and severe Summer drought. 
The West Gascoyne had experienced a poor month, in which the South-West corner of the 
Murchison shared. Over other portions of the Murchison and on the South Coolgardie Gold- 
fields (apart from the Yilgarn) the rains were patchy, but, while excesses ruled over the former, 
defects were more common over the latter region. The North-West had a good month, thanks 
to the rain of the 18th-19th, but Onslow was still a weak point. In the Kimberleys, apart 
from good isolated falls at Turkey Creek and Broome, the month was marked by a very poor 
rainfall. 

Warm sultry conditions were experienced during the early portion of the month, but dur- 
ing the latter portion ordinary Autumn weather prevailed, signifying the approach of Winter. 
Heavy dews and fogs were much in evidence, while two cold snaps were noted, on the 13th 
and 23rd. The latter was exceptionally severe for the time of the year, the maximum of 52.0 
deg. at Perth being by far the lowest ever recorded in April, while the minimum during the 
ensuing night dropped to 42.3 deg. The previous lowest maximum for April was 57.2 deg. 
on the 16th in 1917, while the lowest April minimum on record was 40.8 deg. on the 29th 
in 1926. The mean minimum for the month was slightly above normal, but the maximum was 
3 deg. below the usual monthly figure. 

May.—As a result of three somewhat unusual rainstorms, the month was marked by ex- 
cesses over the greater part of the State, and the only areas which were not visited by valuable 
rains were the inland and Eastern portions of the Kimberley, and a strip of country extend- 
ing from the Gascoyne Coast in a South-Easterly direction to the Central and Lower Mur- 
chison. 

The first storm lasted from the 3rd to 5th and affected all areas except the East Kimberley. 
It brought a badly needed downpour to the Onslow country, but was disappointing in portions 
of the Gascoyne, and was also very light in the extreme South-West. The whole of the North- 
West proper, the Northern Murchison, the agricultural country, and Coolgardie Goldfields 
received good falls, the heaviest ranging up to 4 inches. 
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The second disturbance set in on the 9th, and quickly developed into a Winter type storm 
of intensity usually associated only with severe mid-winter weather. The rainfall was very 
heavy on the South-West Coast and Darling Ranges, reaching 6 inches at Mundaring, grad- 
ually dwindling towards the interior, although satisfactory throughout the wheat areas. 
Heavy gales persisted for days around the Coast and across the Bight, the weather being the 
heaviest ever experienced in May. In Perth a squall of 78 miles per hour, which was registered 
on the 9th, was, with one exception, the most severe on record for the City. The rain ceased 
on the 13th, and a vigorous high pressure system prevented it from extending inland. Con- 
ditions, however, were known to be very disturbed over the Tropical portions of the Indian 
Ocean, and, although the high pressures still held out, these affected first the West Kimberley 
Coasts, where heavy rain fell from the 18th to 20th. Phenomenal falls were registered at 
Yampi Sound (21 inches), and Beagle Bay (16 inches), but amongst telegraphic reporting 
stations 6 inches at Derby was the heaviest fall, The rain then passed to the greater portion 
of the remainder of the State, where, however, the falls were trivial. 

The month closed with high pressures still dominant, the highest barometers on record 
for May, and, with one exception, the highest recorded for any month, being registered in 
Perth on the 26th with a reading of 30.718 inches. During this period frosts were of nightly 
oceurrence, and throughout the agricultural districts the cold temperatures, together with 
the drying Easterly winds emphasised the need for another general rain. 

June.—The month was one of considerable anxiety in the farming districts, not so much 
on account of the shortage of rain (in view of the good May falls) as with regard to the effect 
of the exceptionally cold weather. Frosty nights followed one another with little intermission 
during the greater part of the month, and the day temperatures were also unusually low, 
cold, drying winds being of almost daily occurrence. 

The only wheat-growing district where the rainfall was over average was the Esperance 
country, where the main centres registered nearly double the normal June fall. Other wheat 
areas showed decided deficiencies, the totals ranging, as a rule, between 50 and 60 per cent. 
of the normal June fall. Most of the South-West Coastal localities recorded similar defie- 
iences, but in and near the Metropolitan areas, about 80 % of the normal falls occurred. Going 
further afield, the North Coolgardie Goldfields, the Central and Northern Murchison and a 
large portion of the North-West, received exceptionally good rains. The coastal portions of 
the Gascoyne, and, to a lesser extent, the Lower Murchison, experienced a continuance of un- 
favourable conditions until late in the month, but good rains on the 27th made a great 
difference over those areas. The chief agricultural rains occurred on the 8th, 17th and 
28th with light showers on the 13th‘and 23rd, and, despite the very cold weather ex- 
perienced during the intervening fine periods, they sufficed to maintain plant vitality. 

Comparison with previous years showed notable deficiencies in rainfall in June (in 
Perth) in 1922, 1912, 1911, and 1902—all to a much more marked extent than in the present 
instance. In 1911, which was a year of serious drought, at least one of the causes seemed 
to be the frequent formation of cyclones on the Hast Coast of the Continent, and this was 
also in evidence in 1922. Something of the same sort occurred in the month under review, 
but with this difference, the cyclones developed from the southern: low pressures, and worked 
some little distance up the New South Wales Coast, instead of branching off from the Tropical 
belt and working down the Eastern Coasts of the Continent. In other respects, too, this 
year’s charts were much different. The activity of Tropical ‘‘lows’’ between our North- 
West Coast and the Cocos Island region was most pronounced, and was reflected in the good 
rains which oceurred over a great part of the North-West and Northern interior of the State 
since the beginning of the year.
